Aside from Greenbriar matters (see accompanying articles), 
the city council at its Monday, January 21, meeting passed three 
ordinances, considered a budget for Greenbelt CARES, received a 
report of bikeways, and made several appointments to boards 
and committees. 


County Council Tackles Greenbriar 
Zoning Issue Tuesday, As State 
Agency Approves Treatment Plant

Herbert Sachs’ Director of the 
Maryland Water Resources Admin¬ 
istration (WRA), announced last 
week that WRA has signed the 
discharge permit for the on-site 
Greenbriar sewer treatment permit, 
thus clearing the way for approval 
by the State Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene of a plant con¬ 
struction permit. 

The WRA approval followed an 
exchange of letters between its le¬ 
gal offices and those of the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion (WSSC) which apparently 
clarified the scope and meaning of 
the WSSC resolution of January 9 
regarding its operation of the treat¬ 
ment plant That resolution stated 
that WSSC shall not accept the re¬ 
sponsibility for the operation of the 
plant until such time as WSSC is 
satisfied that the plant is capable 
of operating pursuant to the condi¬ 
tions of the permit. 

WRA had hesitated approving the 
permit, according to its attorney 
Warren K. Rich, because of its in 
terprelation of the State law that 
WSSC cannot unilaterally qualify 
or limit its responsibilities for the 
plant regardless of whether "satis¬ 
fied" or not. However, both Rich 
and John B, Kenkel, General Coun ¬ 
sel for WSSC, apparently agreed 
that a post-construction "breaking 
in" test period would be desirable. 
Kenkel said that the WSSC resolu¬ 
tion only intended that such a test 
period would be required in order 
to determine whether the permit 
requirements would be met, and 
that there was no intent for WSSC 
to erect its own individual test of 
satifaction. On this basis, WRA 
signed the permit on January 16. 

The City of Greenbelt has pend¬ 
ing a request for WRA to recon¬ 
sider its decision to approve a point 
of discharge for the plant. 

NASA Pipeline 

In another development, the Uni¬ 
ted States Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency (EPA) on Jan. 8 noti¬ 
fied the National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency (NASA) that since 
the WRA-approved discharge per¬ 
mit will meet the requirements of 
the 1972 amendments to the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act, EPA 
will now begin processing the per¬ 
mit. It is expected that a public 
hearing will be required. EPA said 
that the issue of granting a piping 
easement across NASA property for 
the discharge of the effiuent is 
separate from that of the discharge 
permit and must be decided by 
NASA itself. 

City Dissents 

At Monday night's meeting, the 
city council, with Mayor Richard 
Pilski dissenting voted to advise 
NASA of the position the city took 
with respect to the .sewage plant 
before the WRA hearing of Novem¬ 
ber 21 at Greenbelt. This -position 
essentially was that the council was 
not satisfied that a case had been 
made for utilization of an on-site 
sewage plant prior to the availa¬ 
bility of a public sewer system an¬ 
ticipated in early 1975. 

The Greenbriar developer, Alan 
Kay, told council that it would be 
costly for the project to await ex¬ 
pansion of the Western Branch and 
hook-up with that system. He said 
that a year's delay would push his 
Greenbriar construction costs up by 
$2.5 million due to inflation, where¬ 
as the sewage treatment plant 
would only cost hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars.

The Prince Georges county council will attempt to cope with 
the controversial Greenbriar apartment project on Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 29, in Upper Marlboro at 10 a.m. when it considers a re¬ 
vised site plan for the 1,193-unit project on the Smith-Ewing 
tract. Construction on the parcel containing the proposed on-site 
sewage treatment plant has been at a standstill since October 30 
when the County Department of Licenses and Permits suspended 
the building permit on the grounds that the site plan accompany¬ 
ing the approved “bedroom-count” special exception in 1971 did 
not show the treatment plant (work on the other two parcels has 
continued). The subsequent inclusion of the plant on the third 
parcel, according to the County Office of Law, reduced the amount 
of green space on that parcel to less than the 70 percent required 
by the zoning code. 

The proposed resolution provides 
for a revised site plan showing the 
on-site treatment plant and limit¬ 
ing the construction of Building No. 

17 so as to meet the 70 percent re¬ 
quirement (see page 2 for text). 

County council approval of the res¬ 
olution will pave the way for res¬ 
toration of the building permit. Cit¬ 
izen comments rmist be submitted 
by January 28. 


The first ordinance enacted pro¬ 
vided for a reduction in the amuse¬ 
ment tax on coin-operated ma¬ 
chines from 10 percent to 2 per¬ 
cent, following an action taken re¬ 
cently by the county council for 
nonincorporated areas. Representa¬ 
tives of the coin vending business 
pointed out that unlike other am¬ 
usements they could not easily 
change the coin slots to add on the 
tax, so it was a burden borne en¬ 
tirely by the business. Passage was 
unanimous, though Councilman 
Charles Schwan and Gil Weiden- 
feld preferred at 4% percent tax. 

The second ordinance revised the 
qualification for tax credits for 
homeowners who are disabled so 
that persons receiving disability 
benefits as Federal employees would 
qualify. Previously only persons re¬ 
ceiving social security or railroad 
retirement disability benefits qual¬ 
ified. 

The third ordinance provided for 
the issue of a tax anticipation note 
in the amount of $60,000 to cover 
the costs of the Center Mall im¬ 
provement project. 


Brugger Requests Action 

The action was petitioned by Ge¬ 
orge A. Brugger, attorney for the 
Greenbriar developer, who argued 
that failure to include the sewage 
plant on the approved site plan was 
"purely a matter of mistake or in¬ 
advertence.” 

"This conclusion," Brugger said 
in his petition, "is buttressed by a 
review of the transcript of the spe¬ 
cial exception hearing where it is 
clear that the council-approved con¬ 
dition of construction in accordance 
with the submitted site plans was 
intended to insure that the develop¬ 
ment as constructed would be as 
luxurious and well-planned as the 
proposal indicated. The condition 
was clearly not imposed for the 
purpose of pre-determining the pre¬ 
cise placement of every building 
and sidewalk in the project." 

As for the sewage plant usurping 
required green space, Brugger no¬ 
ted that the developer last March 
agreed as a condition for Maryland 
National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission approval of the build¬ 
ing permit to delay construction of 
Building 17 during the life of the 
temporary treatment plant or until 
the green space question had been 
resolved. 

Reaction of county 

Upon receipt of Bruggcr’s re¬ 
quest, the County Office of Law 
advised that the county council 
sitting as the district council could 
correct the special exception if it 
could find that on the date it gran 
ted the special exception it knew 
that it was the intention of the de¬ 
veloper to build his package sew 
age treatment plant on that parcel 
“Such a finding," the county at 
torney said "would permit the dis¬ 
trict council to accept the site plan 
in accordance with conditions six 
and seven of the special exception," 
These conditions involve a require¬ 
ment that construction be in con¬ 
formity with the site plan at the 
final approval level.

Doris Cottington 
Honored By City

Next Thursday, January 31, the city will honor one of its 
long-time employees, Doris Cottington. Coffee will be served in 
the Council Chambers at the Municipal Bldg., at 3:30 p.m., and 
anyone wishing to offer his or her regards is invited to attend. 


For 30 years Doris Cottington 
and her husband, Robert, have lived 
in Greenbelt — and for 20 of those 
years Doris has worked for the city 
of Greenbelt. 

In 1953, when her husband faced 
a possible lay-off at the Bureau of 
Standards, Doris went to work for 
the police department which, at that 
time, consisted of five or six police 
officers. There was no staff mem¬ 
ber on duty during the early morn¬ 
ing hours and Doris remembers 
one time when she was summoned 
out of bed at 3 a.m. to go down 
to the police station, then located 
behind what is now Greenbelt Real¬ 
ty (and which used to be fire¬ 
house) to take testimony. 

In 1958 Doris went to work for 
Winfield McCamy, who served the 
dual role of city clerk and secre¬ 
tary to city manager Charles Mc¬ 
Donald. The city offices were above 
the Ben Franklin store where they 
remained until 1964 when the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building was erected with 
part of the funds derived from the 
sale of Center School to the Board 
of Education. In I960,, the jobs of 
city clerk and secretary were di¬ 
vided and Doris became McDon¬ 
ald’s secretary. When James Giese 
replaced McDonald in 1962, she 
continued her role for the new city 
manager. 

Doris marvels at the way in 
which the city has grown over the 
past 30 years. When she first came 
here there were no subdivisions, no 
Youth Center, no traffic problems. 
Buses left the Center every half 
hour and she and her family often 
boarded one to Mt. Rainier where 
they transferred to a street car to 
take them into the District of Co¬ 
lumbia. Her husband can remember 
seeing deer in the wooded area 
which is now Kenilworth Avenue 
and the Beltway. 

Reflecting over the past 20 years, 
Doris sees her job as one of per¬ 
forming a public service. She has 
enjoyed getting to know a lot of 
people and helping a number of 
them with their problems. Some 
problems however, remain peren 
nial — the complaints about gar 
bage pickup and dogs running 
loose. 

Doris sees some change in the 


attitudes of people over the years. 
"This used to be a clean city," she 
muses, "but now people will just 
throw their trash on the sidewalk 
when a receptacle might be only 
two feet away.” But she still be- 
lives that Greenbelt is a particu¬ 
larly good place to live — especially 
for families. Her own three child¬ 
ren have been raised in the com¬ 
munity; one daughter now lives in 
Connecticut, one in Gaithersburg, 
and a son, who has worked at the 
Youth Center, is a recent graduate 
of the University of Maryland with 
a degree in recreation, lives at 
home. 

City Manager Giese is not eager 
to see the retirement of the only 
secretary he has had in his eleven 
years here. "She knows a lot about 
the city and the city organization 
. , . and it will be difficult for some¬ 
one else to acquire that same know¬ 
ledge," he stated. "But she wants to 
retire — and I couldn’t talk her out 
of it.” 

Doris and her husband look for¬ 
ward lo her retirement, seeing it 
as an opportunity to be free to tra¬ 
vel, particularly in Europe, and to 
see some of the things there never 
seemed to be enough time for — 
like sewing. So, on January 31 Doris 
Cottington will end her 20 years of 
dedicated service to the community 
of Greenbelt.

School Calendar Changes 

Prince Georges County public 
schools will be open on Jan. 31 and 
Feb. 1, originally scheduled as "Pro¬ 
fessional Days", and Feb. 18, George 
Washington’s birthday. These three 
days will provide the necessary 
minimum of 180 pupil days as re¬ 
quired by state law. Schools will re¬ 
turn to their pre-Christmas sched¬ 
ule of a six and one-half hour day 
on Mar. 11, ponenig K* hour earlier. 


Greenbelt CARES 

The council authorized the sub¬ 
mittal of an $81,212 budget for 
Greenbelt CARES Youth Services 
Bureau to the Governor’s Commis¬ 
sion on Law Enforcement and the 
Administration of Justice. The city's 
share of the cost of this program 
would be $5 279 or 6.5%. City man¬ 
ager Jim Giese cautioned that if the 
Governor’s Commission did not 
authorize the full amount, the city 
would have to pick up the differ¬ 
ence or possibly abandon the pro¬ 
ject. Greenbelt CARES has indica¬ 
ted that it could not realistically 
pare its costs below the $81,212. 

Bikeways 

Council received Report 1-74 from 
the Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board outlining a basic trail system 
for bikeways within the city. The 
proposed trail would be approxi¬ 
mately 4% to 5 miles in length and 
include a bike crossway over the 
Beltway, at a cost in the area of 
$125,000 ($25,000 for the overpass). 
This would provide asphalt or con¬ 
crete trails approximately 8 feet 
wide. The overpass would be ap¬ 
proximately 10 feet with an 8 foot 
barricade. It is hoped that Federad 
and State money could help fund 
the program. 

PRAB chairman Joseph Wilkin¬ 
son observed that rights of way 
would have to be secured from (1) 
Springhill Lake, for trail from pro¬ 
posed recreation center to over¬ 
pass; (2) the state, for bike crossing 
over the Beltway and along exit 
ramp to light at Crescent and Ken¬ 
ilworth; (3) GHI, for land owned 
in back of homes on the north side 
of Northway and along Northway 
extended to the dump; (4) NASA, 
for use of their overpass to cross 
the B-W Parkway. Also Board of 
Education property might be in¬ 
volved. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board, in commenting upon the 
PRAB report, suggested that sur¬ 
veys be made to determine com¬ 
munity needs and preferences and 
possible sources of funding, that 
criteria be developed for route 
placement, and that discussions be 
had with other agencies regarding 
connecting trails in neighboring ar¬ 
eas.

The council made the following

side Rd. and Tom Greer, SHL to 
the Cable Television Committee. It 
also reappointed for three-year 
terms Darwin Beck. A1 Cousin, and 
Katherine Keene to the Community 
Relations Advisory Board. Also ap 
pointed was Jeffrey M, Davis to the 
Human Resources Committee of 
the Council of Governments.

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It Won't Wash 


The latest effort to rectify the alleged zoning deficiency in the 
Greenbriar case will not wash with the people of Green- 
belt. This deficiency arises out of failure of the final site plan 
adopted at the time of the '‘bed room-count” special exception in 
1971 to show an on-site temporary sewage treatment plant/ 

In order to support a finding that this omission was merely 
a mistake or an oversight, the Prince Georges County Council has 
before it a resolution stating that it had knowledge from its rec¬ 
ords, at the time it adopted the special exception, that the project 
required the installation of a temporary treatment plant. 

This resolution places the county council in an impossible 
position. If the county council adopts this resolution, it would be 
admitting that it concealed such information from the public and 
the city of Greenbelt at the time it was considering the special 
exception. 

For at no time during the public hearings in July and August 
1971 was there any mention of the need for an on-site treatment 
plant to service the Greenbriar apartment complex. In fact, the 
distinct impression left by the representatives of Greenbriar was 
that sewage would await the hook-up with the regular public 
system. 

Fui thermore, it is fair to say that had the Greenbelt city 
council known of the intention of the Greenbriar developer to 
utilize an on-site sewage plant, it never would have supported the 
request for the special exception. 

In a News Review editorial of January 27, 1972, the statement 
was made that "As the Greenbelt city council understood at the 
time it approved a special exception for the Greenbriar complex, 
the development was to take its turn along with other pending 
requests for permanent sewage hookups.” 

We prefer to think that the true situation was as described 
by Richard Schifter, Greenbriar attorney, who is quoted as saying 
in Jan. 1972 that the matter of the package treatment plant was 
not raised during the hearing because the developer planned to 
interchange sewer permits between parcels of land he owned, 
and it was felt there would have been no need for the package 
plant. Schifter went on to say "It wasn’t until October (1971) that 
a final decision was made to go with the package treatment plant. 
That was long after the special exception had been granted.” 
(Prince George’s Sentinel, January 13, 1972).

SITTING AS THE DISTRICT COUNCIL 
A PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

A Resolution to amend Resolution No. 157-1971 approving Special 
Exception No. 2469 to provide a revised site plan showing a temporary 
sewerage treatment plant and limiting construction of Building No. 
17, as shown on the site plan* until the treatment plant is removed 
or the green space question is otherwise provided for. 

WHEREAS, the District Council on November 17, 1971, did adopt 
Resolution No. 157-1971, approving application number 2469. setting 
forth a condition that the project be developed in accordance with a 
site plan subject to final review and approval; and, 

WHEREAS, the District Council did at the time of adoption of 
the resolution, have knowledge from its records that the project 
required the installation of a temporary treatment plant which it 
presumed could be included in the site plan at the final approval level; 
and, 

WHEREAS, the District Council believes that it has authority 
under the mistake rule as authorized by Section 28. 16A of the Zoning 
Ordinance and under the authority to revise the final site plan where 
there are conditions in the special exception calling for a final site 
plan, therefore, 

Be it Resolved by the County Council of Prince George*s County, 
sitting as the District Council, that the Council accepts for record in 
Special Exception No. 2469, a revised site layout plan dated November, 
1973, and stamped January 14, 1974, showing a temporary sewerage 
treatment plant and restricted construction of Building No. 17, until 
the treatment plant is removed or the question concerning green space 
requirement is otherwise resolved.

Resolution Outrageous! 

To the Editor: 

Mighty offensive reading that is 
what I call the Greenbriar resolu¬ 
tion which county council chairman 
Francois put on the agenda for 
Jan. 29. The resolution says that 
the county council knew at the time 
they granted the special exceptions, 
in 1971, that a package sewage treat¬ 
ment plant was planned for the 
apartment project. 

They knew, all eleven of them, 
and they kept it a secret—or so 
the resolution reads. Did the county 
council members join in some kind 
of plot to deceive the City of Green¬ 
belt into^ approving the special ex¬ 
ceptions? 

Outrageous. So is the purpose of 
the resolution: to sweep away three 
years of broken and bent laws 
which resulted in a sewage plant on 
open space, to declare it all legal, 
without even a public hearing. 

That the developer concealed his 
plans is perhaps no surprise* but 
what about our public represents 
tivos? I asked repeatedly during 
the 1971 hearings before the Green 
belt Council, the Prince Georges 
Planning Board and the County 
Council, “What about 'sewer, isn’t 
there a moratorium?” If anyone — 
developer or official — knew the an 
swer then and did not speak up he 
or she betrayed the public. 

When I found out a few days after 
the special exceptions were granted, 

I petitioned the county council to 
reconsider. Four months later, with¬ 
out hearing or inquiry, they voted 
six to one not to reconsider. Only 
Reeder wanted to reconsider, and 
Bogley, Spellman, Kelly, Burcham, 
Callow and White did not want to. 
Francois, Garrity, Potts and Hart 
were absent at the time of the vote. 

If that decision was wrong, this 
resolution is even more so. Before 
the record of this “proceeding” 
closes on Jan. 28* I urge all Green¬ 
belt citizens to call the members of 
the county council and ask them 
for the truth, and to express their 
opinions about the Greenbriar cov- 
erup. Letters should be sent to the

Urges Citizen Action 

To the Editor: 

Throughout the nearly three years 
of the Greenbriar development saga, 
it became quite obvious that the 
county council was willing to do 
anything to satisfy the unusual re¬ 
quests of the project’s developer. It 
also became obvious that in con 
fronting the fragmented responsi¬ 
bilities of the various agencies with 
approval or disapproval authority 
for onsite sewage treatment plants, 
the citizens of Greenbelt and the 
city government were seemingly 
powerless to control the events that 
would directly affect them. It had 
long ago become obvious to any ob¬ 
jective observer that the tactics used 
by the developer were self serving 
and obfuseatory. But the most re¬ 
cent efforts involving the illegal 
sewage plant have shown us a new 
low in responsible government and 
even for Prince Georges County, 
the ultimate in political chicanery. 

At the behest of the Greenbriar 
developer, the chairman of the P.G. 
county council has introduced a 
resolution which will be taken up 
very quickly on January 29. The 
purpose of the resolution is a bold 
face attempt to correct the zoning 
deficiencies and illegalities of Green¬ 
briar by legislative fiat, carefully 
designed to avoid a public hearing 
and the usual official, advertised 
notice for zoning actions. This bla 
tant attempt by our so called coun¬ 
ty councilors is scheduled two days 
prior to a court hearing on the 
zoning violations and, I suspect was 
calculated to subvert that litigation 
(the court case was prompted by a 
9 months effort of the Greenbelt S - 
O.C.C.). 

I urge all interested and concern¬ 
ed citizens to call or write the 11 
members of the P, G. County Coun 
cil and vigorously request that they 
reject this callous attempt to deny 
due process to the City of Green¬ 
belt and its citizens.

Montgomery 
County offers residential treatment, 
the most effective and successful 
treatment for this chronic disease, 
to their adolescents, so does Wash¬ 
ington* D. C, The military provides 
residential treatment centers not 
available to civilians; Anne Arundel 
county is projecting residential 
treatment. Prince Georges County 
has an excellent adult residential 
center. Are children less import¬ 
ant than adults? The many young¬ 
sters who get emergency help in 
the “De-tox” unit of P.G.Co. Hos¬ 
pital if they live, are refused the 
needed rehabilitation because res¬ 
idential treatment simolv is not 
available. The abusers of mind af¬ 
fecting chemicals ne<xi the ‘drug 
free’ protective environment, pos¬ 
sible today only in a residential 
treatment center. Past national ex¬ 
perience has proven that in the 
area of drug abuse, rehabilitation 
residential treatment is far more 
effective than out-patient counsel¬ 
ling. 

A petition endorsing the estab¬ 
lishment of a much needed residen¬ 
tial treatment center for the youth 
of Prince Georges County will be 
distributed through the city of 
Greenbelt. By signing this petition, 
and accepting our responsibility, 
we will be taking the largest step 
toward solving the problem.

Confusion 

The question of whether the dis¬ 
trict council or the public in gen¬ 
eral knew at the time the special 
exception was approved in 1971 that 
an on-site package treatment plant 
was being contemplated is confus¬ 
ing because of uncertainty as to 
just when the special exception was 
approved. 

The sequence of events was as 
follows: At the conclusion of the 
public hearings on August 10, 1971, 
the district council by an 8-2 vote 
approved the special exception and 
directed its Office of Law to pre¬ 
pare the official language of approv¬ 
al, incorporating the conditions 
laid down by the district council. 

Subsequently on October 6 the dis¬ 
trict council adopted the language 
of approval prepared by the Of¬ 
fice of Law. Then, because the doc¬ 
ument as approved inadvertently 
left off some of the conditions spec¬ 
ified by the district council on Au¬ 
gust 10, a revised special exception 
was prepared and adopted by the 
district council on November 17 
1971. 

City Council Reaction 
City council reaction to these de¬ 
velopments was immediate at its 
regular meeting last Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 21 In the first place, it felt 
that the October 6 date was con¬ 
trolling as far as the approval date 
was concerned. “If, at that time, 
county council was aware of plans 
for an on-site treatment plant," said 
councilman Charles Schwan, “it was 
sure not sharing this information 
with the Greenbelt city council or 
the general public." 

What council was certain about 
was that there was no mention of an 
on-site treatment plant during the 
testimony given before the district 
council in August, 1971, or during 
the hearings conducted during the 
preceding two months by the 
Greenbelt city council. There was 
general agreement that the first 
time that the general public heard 
about a proposed on-site sewage 
plant was in mid-October 1971, 

Brugger, however, pointed out 
that the county council knew as 
early as April 1971 of an applica¬ 
tion filed by Greenbriar Associates 
with the State Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene (SD- 
HMH) for a point of discharge 
permit for an on-site sewage plant. 
According to the News Review files, 
county executive William Gullett 
on May 18, 1971 responded to this 
request negatively and the SDHMH 
on May 25 informed the developer 
Alan Kay that it was suspending 
its processing of the request. Kay 
then sought to get pre-moratorium 
sewer rights transferred from an¬ 
other parcel he owned but when 
this was unsuccessful, he resumed 
his quest for an on-site plant in 
mid-October 1971. 

The files also show that Richard 
Schifter, Greenbriar attorney, at 
that time, said that no mention was 
made of the on-site plant during 
the hearings because the intent was 
to transfer sewer rights from an¬ 
other parcel of land. 

Record Reviewed 

Glenn T. Harrell, Jr. of the 
County Office of Law in a memor¬ 
andum dated January 4, 1972, ob¬ 
served that the developer and his 
representative had failed during the 
August public hearings to allude 
to an intent to utilize an on-site 
package sewage disposal plant. 

“At no time in the course of the 
public hearings," Harrell said, “did 
the applicant represent that it in¬ 
tended to accomplish this, even 
when the opportunity to discuss the 
issue presented itself. Mr. Kay 
skirted the issue on at least three 
occasions (T. 116, 123, 148). Mr, 
Leslie A. Smith, applicant’s land 
planner, omitted reference to the 
intended package plant,when add¬ 
ressing himself to the sewage issue 
(T. 171-172). In fact, the applicant 
represented to the council that it 
apparently could not build Green¬ 
briar until the sewer moratorium 
was lifted, and Greenbriar could 
hook-up to public sewer (T. 460)." 

Harrell went on to say that “mere¬ 
ly because an application (for dis¬ 
charge permit) is a matter of pub¬ 
lic record, as the applicant alleges 
his sewer permit application is, it 
does not automatically become ac-

tual common knowledge, especially 
if actively or passively nondis- 
closed." 

City Council Objects 

At Monday’s meeting, city council 
members were particularly indig¬ 
nant that the proposed county reso¬ 
lution left the impression that the 
city knew all about the treatment 
plant at the time the special ex¬ 
ception was being considered. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld de¬ 
clared that the route being taken 
to correct the situation may be le¬ 
gal but it was not right and abused 
the law. Councilman Tom White 
thought the county was acting “with 
impropriety". 

Councilman Richard Castaldi sta¬ 
ted that the resolution compounded 
the “mistakes" and declared that 
the proper procedure for correcting 
the zoning deficiency was to file a 
new application for modification of 
the site plan. This approach, he 
said, would provide another pub¬ 
lic hearing. Brugger replied that 
what is being sought is not a modi¬ 
fication of the site plan but a ful¬ 
fillment of the conditions laid down 
by the district council. 

“All we are seeking," Brugger 
said, “in a quick expeditious man¬ 
ner is a final site plan that was 
once before cleared by the county 
executive and MNCPPC who later 
backed away." 

The council then unanimously 
adopted a resolution urging the 
county council not to approve the 
county resolution because at the 
time of the special exception hear¬ 
ings, “neither the city of Greenbelt 
nor the public in general had know¬ 
ledge that the installation of a 
temporary treatment plan was re¬ 
quired." The city also asked that 
a procedure be followed for modi¬ 
fication of the site plan that would 
permit a public hearing.

He is survived by his parents, a 
brother, his wife, Maria, and two 
sons: Chris, Jr. and Marco.
